pacified the country. Besides this, { have 
scarcely made a beginning to-all the reforms 
that are necessary, not ta speak of completing: 
any ofthem, ‘his I regard as my own fault, 
but on receiving the praises of you good 
teachers ‘from beyond the- seas, 1 feel more 
than evzr my -unworthiness, Nevertheless I 
steal some pleasure from the thought that the 
people and the Churches at present are on 
very friendly terms, The officials of China 
are gradually acquiring a knowledge of the 
great principles of the religions of Europe and 
America, and the Churches are also Jabou ring 
day and night in order to re-adjust their 
methods and to make known to the public their 
aims, in the propagation of religion, consequent- 
ly Chinese and foreigners are coming more 
and more into cordial relations, and the country 
‘enjoys a lasting peace. This fills me with joy 
and hopefulness,, But after all the province of 
Szechuan is an out of the way place and ignor- 
ant people'are still numerous. My hope is that 
the teachers of both countries will widely 
spread the Gospel more than ever, that hatred 
may be banished and disputes dispelled, and 
that the influences of the Gospel: may create 
boundless happiness for my people of China. 
And shall I be the only one to thank you for 
taking the initiative in this good work? Al. 
though I am leaving Szechuan my thoughts 
will still be with you, and moreover, it is not 
certain that wo may not meet again, As 1 
cannot reply to each individually, may I trou- 
ble you to convey these sentiments to your 
fellow-workers, and also my thanks for your 
kind present ?' . :

With regard to the charge of larceny and 
forgery against Tong Fui, the Acting Attorney 
General said the case’ was provisionally fixed 
to come on for hearing on Monday week, after 
the return of Sir- William Goodman, . 

BURGLARY, 

Wong Yan and Chan Fai were indicted on 
three counts charging. them with burglary, 
larceny and receiving stolen goods, They 
pleaded not guilty to all counts, excepting with 
regard to receiving the stolen propertywhich 
the first prisoneradmitted, The following jury 
was sworn: Messrs, R. J. Macgowan (foreman), 
W. B. Boyce, E. Liiders, W. A. H. Otto, H. M. 
Webb, A. McColl, and E. I. Ellis, : 

The Acting Attorney General stated that 
prisoners were two of a gang who committed 
burglary ot a house in Kung Chung, New 
Territory, on the night of the 18th May 
last. Some time after eleven o'clock - onc 
of the inmates of the house heard suspi- 
cious ‘sounds and raised an alarm; and’ the 
wife of a certain Ip Tak found the second 
prisoner in hér room. He struck a match, and 
seeing her there caught hold of her and told 
her to be silent or he would do something to 
cher, He, however, remained there but a short 
Une, and meanwhile the first prisoner was seen 
to take down aciock of small value from the 
wall, The woman shouted out and aroused her 
husband and prisoners decamped, The matter 
was reported to the potice at Yaumati, and in 
consequence of information received they went 
at 2.30 the next morning to.a coolie house in 
Yaumati and found the clock wrappediup in a 
wet coat in the first prisoners,cubicle. The. 
clock, which was going when ‘hanging in the 
‘wall, had stopped at 11.19, the time when it 
was removed, Fourteen men were placed in 
a row, and the woman from the house identified 
the two prisoners. wos 

Evidence: was heard, and prisoners, were 
found guilty on the first count: and sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment with hard labour, 
his Lordship observing that they’ had been 
found guilty.of a very serious offence.. 

RETURNIKXG FROM BANISHMENT. , 

On the 8th December, 1901, Woug On was 
banished from the Colony, but, according’ to 
his statement, he did not know for how long 
so he returned to Hongkong.

Robert Percy Moffit, ex-secretary of the 
Hongkong Dairy Form. Company, Limited, 
was placed in the dock to answer three indict- 
ments charging him with feloniously and fraud- 
ulently embezzling and stealing certain sums of 
money, to wit, $2,075, $1,632.98, and $2,109.42 
received by him in 1902 as secretary of: the 
Hongkong Dairy Farn-Co., Ltd. 

The Hon, E, H. Sharp, K.c., (Acting Attor- 
ney-General) instructed by Mr. F. B L. Bowley, 
(Crown Solicitor) prosecuted on behalf of the 
Crown, and the prisoner, who plended Builty, 
was not defended. . 

Addressing his Lordship, the Acting Altorney. 
General said it was not his wish on behalf, 
of the Crown lo press the case against’ the pri- 
Soner harshly, but he thought he would be 
omitting. his duty if he did not indicate to his 

Lordship some of the facts of the case.. It wns 
specified in the agreement that prisoner’s duty 
as secretary of the Dairy Farm Company, 
Limited, was to keep the books and receive all 
“moneys which he had to pay into the bank onthe 
same day. The system of the company as to 
thecustomers'accounts was as follows: A shroff 
was engaged by the company fo actually collect 
the customers’ accounts, and he kept a book 
of the money so collected. From time to time, 
after two orthree days, when he had a large 
amount in‘his hands he gave it over to the. 
secretary who initialled the book, 

His Lordship:—The plea of guilty renders it 
unnecessary to relate the facts to me except 
with a desire— - : 

. The Acting Attorney General—I don't 
desire to press the charge harshly. 

His Lordship :—What is the amount? 

The Acting Attorney-General :—The . total 
defalcation is over $11,000; We have selected 
three items, amounting to 55,000 or $6,000. I 
think it my duty to indicate to your Lordship, 
in view of the prisoner's position of trust and 
the magnitude of the defalcations that the case 
is one-of exceptional gravity. The three items 
in the indictment amount to $5,800 out ofa 
total sum, as shewn by the evidence, of 
$11,c00, The prisoner was secretary of the 
Dairy Farm’ Company, Limited, and as the 
evidence shows very large sums of money were 
placed in his hands. In paint of fact there 
was no check upon him except the annual 
audit. Apart from that there was no practical 
check vpon him and he was trusted implicitly 
by the company.

A STORY OF JAPANESE PLUCK.

about her—the all- -powerful eunuch Lien, the 
late Yung. Lu, the Viceroy Yuen Shi Kai, and 
others,—so that the Empress herself and all 
her chief supports in North China will have to 
disappear before Kang can return in safety to 
China. When he resiced for a time in Singa:

. The future of the tobacco -culture in (hese 
islands: looks very problematical, says the 
Manila Times, ‘The! want of carabaos and the 
little profit planters find for their exertions (on 
account of the low prices in 1901 and 1902) do 
not favour an improvement of circumstances, 
but rather tend to an impairment of the present 
conditions. In order to praduce good tobacco, 
the soil must be frequently and. thoroughly 
ploughed ; if through lack of draught animals 
this cannot be done and prices of tobacco do not 
considerably increase, the planters will in all 
probabilities devote themselves to the cultiva. 
uion of other commodities, tv the disadvantage 
of the tobacco culture. 

Manila manufacturers are almost all without 
stocks, as owing to the existing tightness of the 
moncy market they have been’ buying from 
band to mouth; only a few large concerns 
dispose of sufficient tobacco so as not to run 
short. If the prices are still kept on the former 
low level, this has to be ascribed to the cricum: 
stance that money is tight, preventing many 
from.covering their requirements in time.
